- At a moeting of landowners hold in 
Shanghui the other day to consider the 
Chinese Building Regulations of the Mumi- 
cipal Council, Mr Morrison referred ut 
length to the Council's propossla, and con- 
dluded by proposing the following altered 
regulations for adoption by the Council :— 


‘In overy block of buildings there shall 
be an allowance of at Jeast 100 square fect 
of vacant space for each heuse and such 
vacant space shall as far as possible be 
evenly distributed over the block. 

‘In the case of houses abutting on o 
road, a width of tive feet of the road shall 
be included in the vacant space.’ 


The Chinese Court.

6 expected to meet and to oschange what- 
ever values they carried. 

What Mr Bosman proposes. ia that, in- 
etesd of exacting heavy indemnities, in 
cash, from China, the Western Powers 
should take their indemnities in tho 
shape of Chinese railroads, That ie ovi- 
dontly in the linc of what our own Gov- 
ernment has proposed, and what tho 
British Government haa more or less se-, 
conded, about the indemnities. It is‘ ev: 
dent to overybody_that the collection in 
cash of the ‘indemmities, upon- the basia 
of the actual expensed of the Powers in 


‘| China, . would not bo p fair“basis. Tho 


question would immediately ariso, 2s be- 
tween two civilized Powers, that would 
arige hotwean two civilized ‘individuals, 
Did you really incur this exponditure ? 
And, if you did, was it such an oxpondi- 
ture sa you would have authorized if you 
had been ‘going warfare,” 98 the 
Scripture puts, it, ‘st your own coat’? 
Those are two searching quostions. There 
is no decent anawor tobe réturned to them 
by Germany, for example, which ie under. 
stood ta have guarantecd double pay to her 
soldiors employed in China, in spite of the 
fact that Germany has had nothing whatever 


.| to do with tha legitimate and actual employ- 


ment of troops in China and has had to devise 
more or Jess illusory ‘ punitive oxpeditions’ 
in order -to give herself an excuse for 
charging any coat whatever for the employ- 
ment of troops in China, There is tio de- 


[cent excuse ta be made by Russis, which 


has taken her pay in advance, in the occupa- 
tion of Manchuria, and ‘which already has, 
in return for her promiscuous massacres o| 
Manchurian Chinamen, her ‘slice’ ofthe 
Chinese Empire. : : 

But with civilized Powers it is different. 
The United States has the honor of having 
first suggested that inervased trading 
privileges, on tho part of China, might be 
accepted in lieu of money. That sugges- 
tiori-seeins tu have beon. accopted by Great 
Britain. Now comes Mr Boeman, 9 native 
Chinaman and a Britsh subject, ty show us 
how our suggestion may be made. practic. 
able. With the details of his project we 
do not intend to meddlc. That is. a 
question fur experts, and it ought to excite 
the attention of all of thom. It. may be 
that his suywested finnuciul banis for the 
ultimate payment of tho indemnity may be 
illusory and wrong. But, at any rate, it is 
a suggestign along the lines of our own 
and of the-British suggestion, and is en- 
titled t our best consideration. We car 
understand that it might be poromptorily 
rejected by Russia, which is nut.a trading 
nation. We can understand that it. might 
beeome w sulyject of violent debate in Ger- 
many, a nation in which it is-by no means 
clear, even now, hother it is in tho 
inedincval of wilitarism or the moderh 
state of industrialism, 4 nation in whicli all 
the trading clasces ura. on one aide of that 
question and all the military, dyuastic, and 
privileged classes on the other. But from 
the modern and commercial point of view, 
there is no reason Whatever why this pro- 
posal to open up Ohina, with the assont of 
itown Government, should not command 
in principle tho assent of all the friends and 
advocates of modern civilization. 

In fact, the notion of ‘looting’ people 
who have offended you is entirely medi- 
seval. The_notion of using their male- 
factions to Sdvance your own interests is 
modern. Mr. Busman’s suggestion of the 
proper way in which to overrule the Boxor 
outbreak to the advantage of tha world and 
the fraternization thereof may bo open to 
somo criticism in detail. But in its outline 
itis ao attactive that we shall. be disappoint- 
cd if it does not neet with s widoacceptanco 
ns the solution of the ponding. *Chinese 
problem.’ .
